ADJUSTABLE FOR HEIGHT 

This unit is designed specifically 
for extra high door openings, and 
for docks served by a variety of 
trucks of different heights. It can 
be used where a dock cover 
would otherwise be needed. It is 
identical with Permanent Model 
TS-181 (page 3) except that the 
head pad is arranged to provide 
up to 36" of vertical adjustment. 
The header pad is mounted on a 
steel channel and is designed to 
support the compression of a 
truck backed up against it. The 
pad rides on self-lubricating 
sliders running in roll-formed 
tracks of 3/16" steel, and is con¬ 
trolled by means of a counter¬ 
weight and ball-bearing sheaves. 
When the header is lowered, a 
heavy curtain closes the gap 
above. The curtain is reinforced 
by horizontal rectangular tubular 
sections at 6" intervals to prevent 
bellying and to preserve a tight 
seal. 




MODEL TS-582 

Adjustable for width SELF-SUPPORTING 

Designed to narrow a wide opening or to 
provide adjustability at loading docks 
serving narrow local trucks as well as 
wide overland transports.
